The ATU-R transmitter is similar to ATU-C 
transmitter but without need for and use of an Operation, Administration 
and Maintenance (OAM) path.

More 
detailed discussion of the transmitters is made only to the extent necessary 
to understand operation of the present invention. The operations of steps 
90 and 92 as set forth in Figure 4 may be performed by the Mux/Sync 
Control/Idle Cell Removal machine 196 within FIGURES 1 and 2. 
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
